TONIGHT'S ARTISTS 


Bom in Frankfurt, West Germany, Russell Braun came to Canada in 1982, where he continued his musical 
studies at the Royal Conservatory of Music and the Faculty of Music. He is currently enrolled in the Opera 
Diploma program at the University of Toronto, and is also a chorus member of the Canadian Opera Company. 
Under the guidance of his teacher Patricia Kern, he has performed frequently with Opera in Concert, the Toronto 
Operetta Theatre, the Gilbert and Sullivan Society, and the Summer Opera Lab. Future engagements include a 
performance with the Aldeburgh Connection in Toronto next month. 


Krista Buckland presently studies with Lorand Fenyves, and is in her fourth year of the Bachelor of Music in 
Performance program. As guest soloist, she has performed with the University of Toronto Symphony Orchestra, 
the York Symphony, the Scarborough Philharmonic, and the Oakville Symphony. Miss Buckland has participated 
in masterclasses with Yehudi Menuhin, Pinchas Zukerman, and Joseph Silverstein, and has worked with such 
conductors as Christoph Eschenbach, Valerie Gergejew (Kirov Theatre), and Klaus Peter Flor (East Berlin 
Philharmonic). Last summer, she was one of two Canadian musicians selected to perform in an international 
orchestra -- the Schleswig-Holstein Musik Festival -- conducted by Leonard Bemstein, which toured Russia, Italy, 
France, and Germany. 


Susan Greenway is a 1989 graduate of the Faculty of Music, where she studied with Boris Lysenko. She has 
participated in masterclasses with André Laplante and Claude Frank; in chamber music coachings with Patricia 
Parr, Lorand Fenyves, and Denis Brott, as well as with the Colorado String Quartet and Carl Schachter at the 
Round Top Festival in Texas. With her colleagues violinist/violist Krista Buckland and clarinettist Peter Stoll 
(Bachelor of Music in Performance, 1989), she performs in the chamber ensemble Triomphe!. This group has 
performed throughout the city and, last summer, won the chamber music category in the national finals of the 
CIBC Competition (Kiwanis). Triomphe! will perform in the Cushion Concert series at Roy Thomson Hall later 
this season. 


A native of St. John's, Newfoundland, Meredith Hall completed her studies at the University of Toronto in 1989 
and, upon graduating, she received the Luella McCleary Award, presented by the Women's Art Association of 
Canada. Previous University of Toronto awards include: the Andrew Alexander Kinghom Scholarship, the Paul 
H. Mills scholarship, and the Teresa Wolfe Rashkis scholarship. Meredith is a past winner of the Kiwanis Silver 
Tray Competition and the Canadian Music Competitions. She continues to study voice with Mary Morrison at the 
University of Toronto, and is presently enrolled in the Musical Performance and Communication program at the - 
Royal Conservatory of Music. Tomorrow, she will be singing in a concert of works by Purcell with the Toronto 
Chamber Society. 


Laura Ippolito began studying piano at the age of six at the Royal Conservatory of Music, from which she 
graduated in 1985. Her teachers have included Andrew Markow, Boris Berlin, Irina Kugucheva, and Marc 
Durand. Following a year of study at the Faculty of Arts and Science, University of Toronto, Miss Ippolito was 
accepted with advanced standing into second year of the Bachelor of Music in performance program at the Faculty 


of Music. She is presently a student of Patricia Parr, in her fourth year of study, and in addition, she is a faculty 
member at the Royal Conservatory of Music. 


Linda Ippolito is the winner of many scholarships and awards. She has given solo recitals in Canada, the United 
States and abroad, and has performed with orchestras, including the Toronto Symphony and the Montreal 
Symphony Orchestra. Her teachers have included Boris Berlin, Pierre Souvairan, Irina Kugucheva and Patricia 
Parr. Linda has distinguished herself at competitions on the national and international levels, having competed in 
such prestigious events as the Tchaikovsky Competition in Moscow, the Sydney Competition in Australia, and the 
Montreal International Piano Competition where she was a 1988 semi-finalist. Miss Ippolito is the recipient of the 
1989 W.O. Forsyth Memorial graduating scholarship. She is currently in her first year of study at — Hall 
Law School in Toronto. 


Katika Isherwood completed her Bachelor of Music degree in performance at the University of Toronto in 1985, 
graduating with the Forsythe Piano Award. From 1985 to 1987 she studied at the Hochschule fiir Musik und 
Darstellende Kunst in Vienna, where she completed the Diploma in Chamber Music under the tutoring of Georg 
Ebert and Heinz Medjimorec. In 1989, she received a Master of Music degree from the University of Toronto, 
having studied chamber music, lieder, and solo piano with Patricia Parr, Greta Krans, and Marietta Orlov 
respectively. She has performed as a soloist and chamber musician in Toronto and Vienna, and has accompanied 
such well-known singers as Martha Collins, Catherine Robbin, and Mark Pedrotti. 


Bor in France of Greek parents, Bill Katsioutas came to Canada at the age of nine. Interest in the guitar began 
when he was fourteen. After completing his studies at the Royal Conservatory of Music he entered the Faculty of 
Music at the Unviersity of Toronto, where he acquired a Bachelor of Music in performance in 1989. While at the 
University, Bill studied with many renowned teachers, including Eli Kassner, David Russel and Leo Brower. 
During the summer of 1988, he attended master classes in Greece with the internationally acclaimed guitarist 
Kostas Cotsiolis. Active musical activities in recent years include performances with the Guitar Ensemble of 
Canada, the Toronto Guitar Quartet, and solo performances in Toronto and southern Ontario. 


Carolyn Maule is presently completing her fourth year of the Bachelor of Music in performance program, and is 
a student of Marietta Orlov. She has participated in masterclasses with Claude Frank, Anton Kuerti, and Andre 
Laplante. At the 1989 Festival of the Sound she collaborated with Rosemarie Landry, Suzanne Shulamn, James 
Mason, Jane Coop, Denis Brott, and John York in several concerts of chamber music. 


Ameene Shishakly is originally from Montreal, where he studied with Michael Dumouchel of l'Orchestre 
symphonique: de Montréal. He received his Bachelor of Music degree in performance from the Unversity of 
Toronto in 1987, having studied with Ronald Chandler, and he was the recipient of the prestigious Eaton 
Graduating Award. Mr Shishakly is currently studying with Joaquin Valdepefias, and performs on a free-lance 
basis with many ensembles in Toronto, including the Toronto Symphony.
